3. THE FIRST ORDER OF BUSINESS AT ICCS 59 TH PLENARY SESSION

OVERWHICH A LENGTHY BATTLE HAD DEVELOPED DURING THE MAY 9 
PLENARY. CANDEL OBJECTED TO THE NEW POLDEL DRAFT WHICH SAID INTER

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9. LIBERATION PRESS AGENCY ON MAY 1 1 BOASTED THAT COMMUNIST EORCES 
HAD SUNK " TWO GUNBOATS AND A EUEL TANKER" IN THE BACH MUONG TRAM 
SECTION OF THANH LOI VILLAGE, LONG AN PROVINCE ON APRIL 23 
( SEE FBIS OKINAWA B1 1 1719 Z MAY 73). THE THREE VESSESL WERE 
ALLEGEDLY PART OF A SEVEN- VESSEL CONVOY ENROUTE FROM BEN LUC TO 
HlEP HOA. LPA CLAIMED THAT THE SITE OF THE INCIDENT IS UNDER 
PRG CONTROL AND THAT USE OF THE WATERWAY BY THE GVN CONSTITUTED

1 . CHIEFS OF DELEGATIONS ( RVN REPRESENTED BY DEPUTY CHIEE BG HIEP) 
MET MAY 15, RESULTS, IE ANY, STILL UNAVAILABLE; WILL BE 
REPORTED SEPTEL. 

2. THE ANNOUNCEMENT OVER THE WEEKEND OF THE DESIGNATION OF BG 
TUAN AS CHIEF OF THE PRG DELEGATION APPARENTLY CAUGHT ALMOST NO 
ONE ON THE RVNDEL BY SURPRISE, IT HAVING BEEN ASSUMED THAT, 

DESPITE EREQUENT RVN REPRESENTATIONS ON THESUBJECT, LTG TRA 
WOULD NOT BE RETURNING TO THE NEGOTIATING TABLE. RVNDEL SOURCES 
ALSO CONEIMRED ORIGINAL EMBASSY IMPRESSION THAT MOVE SHOULD BE 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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SEEN AS DOWNGRADING OE TPJMC, BOTH IN LIGHT OF TUAN' S 
SIMILAR VIEW. NOT ONLY IS THERE A CONTINUING IMPASSE OVER THE 1 1 
POINTS OF PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES BUT AN ADDITIONAL AND PERHAPS

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SUB- REGION TEAMS IN CHUONG THIEN PROVINCE MIGHT BE SPLIT, WITH RVN 
COMPONENT IN VI THANH AND PRG COMPONENT ELSEWHERE IN PART OP 
PROVINCE WHERE ITS CONTROL IS ESTABLISHED. APART PROM OBVIOUS 
LOGISTIC, SECURITY, ADMINISTRATIVE AND PO 
ITICAL PROBLEMS 

INHERENT IN THIS INTERPRETATION, RVN MAINTAINS THAT SUCH 
ARRANGEMENTS ARE CLEARLY IN VIOLATION OP THE AGREEMENT AND 
PROTOCOLS. 

4. POSSIBLY CAUGHT OPE GUARD BY 

EXTENSIVE AND GENERALLY POSITIVE PRESS COVERAGE WHICH WAS 
ACCORDED PRG MAY 12 PRESS CONFERENCE, INCLUDING PRG 
STATEMENTS ON ALLEGED US B-52 STRIKES WITHIN RVN AND MUCH- 
PUBLICIZED " FIVE PROPOSALS FOR AN EFFECTIVE CEASEFIRE," RVNDEL 
HAS DECIDED TO HOLD WEEKLY PRESS BRIEFINGS. THE FIRST WILL 
TAKE PLACE MAY 16 AND IS EXPECTED TO HIGHLIGHT REALISTIC AND 
DETAILED NATURE OF RVN' S OWN RECENT CEASEFIRE PROPOSALS. RVN, 
POSSIBLY IN RESPONSE TO EMBASSY SUGGESTION, WILL HOLD PRESS 
MEETINGS IN ROOMY AND ACCESSIBLE DOWNTOWN PRESS CENTER, THUS 
AVOIDING FORCED BUSING OF LOCAL AND FOREIGN PRESS TO TAN SON

DISCUSSION OF THE APRIL 14 DRV MEMORANDUM ON GENERAL PROCEDURES. 
DRV DELEGATION STATES THAT THEY WOULD REDRAET THEIR MEMORANDUM 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IN LIGHT OE COMMENTS MADE IN THE SESSION. USDEL PROPOSED THAT 
US EXPERTS SHOULD BE SENT TO HANOI ON THE WEEKLY HANOI LIASON 
ELIGHT MAY 18 TO TALK WITH NVN AUTHORITIES REGARDING EXHUMATION

MAY 16. DRV AND PRG DELEGATION DECLINED TO GO ALONG AS OBSERVERS.

OPFICIAL VIETNAM PRESS HAS NOW CHARGED THAT COMMUNIST WITH

THAT TRUCK MOVEMENT ALONG COMMUNIST- CONTROLLED ROADS NORTH OF THE 
NAI VAN PASS INCREASED DURING THE PAST WEEK.

HAMLET. KONTUM SECTOR PLANS TO MOVE REEUGEES BACK TO KON GU 
AREA, BUT PLANS TO INSTALL THEM EURTHER FROM THE OUTPOST THAN 
THEY WERE PREVIOUSLY. 

3. ICCS: ARRO REP CAM RANH REPORTS THAT ICCS SAIGON AND REGION 
III ( PLEIKU) HAVE TAKEN A NEW INTEREST IN CAN RANH PORT 
ACTIVITES ( REPORTED IN NHA TRANG 481). CAN RANH POINT OP 
ENTRY TEAM HAS NOW BEEN INSTRUCTED TO GET MOVING. MAJOR 
ARNOLD ( CANDEL WITH EXPERIENCE IN QUI NHON AND NHA TRANG) HAS

BAO LOC DISTIRCT, LAM DONG.

1 . COMMUNIST ACTIVITY IN MR 3 WAS AT A VERY LOW LEVEL DURING THE 
24- HOUR PERIOD ENDING 0800 HOURS MAY 15. THERE WERE 1 1 VC/ NVA 
INITIATED INCIDENTS REPORTED CONSISTING OE 3 ATTACKS BY FIRE 
(ABF), 3 GROUND CONTACTS, 2 SNIPING AND 3 MINE INCIDENTS. TOTAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CASUALTIES EOR THE PERIOD WERE 3 FRIENDLY KILLED, 6 WOUNDED. 

THERE WERE NO COMMUNIST CASUALTIES REPORTED. TONG LE CHAN 
RANGER BASE CAMP RECEIVED 29 ROUNDS OE MIXED 61 MM AND 82 MM 
FIRE. NO CASUALTIES OR DAMAGE WERE REPORTED. 

2. CG MR 3 LTG NGUYEN VAN MINH IS NOW CONVINCED THAT THE 
COMMUNISTS HAD NO INTENTION OF OVERRUNNING TONG LE CHAN. MINH 
TOLD BIEN HOA CONGEN YESTERDAY THAT WHAT THEY HAD IN MIND WAS TO 
UNDERMINE THE CONFIDENCE OF THE EMBATTLED RANGERS IN THE HOPE 
THAT THE RANGERS WOULD DECIDE TO VACATE THE CAMP AND THUS FREE 
THE SAIGON RIVER CORRIDOR EOR THE TRANSPORT OP MEN AND MATERIAL 
TO VC/ NVA UNITS SOUTH AND EAST OF THE BASE. MINH IS NOT WORRIED

PRISONER, IF ONE WAS AVAILABLE. DESPITE SEVERAL CANADIAN ATTEMPTS 
TO SECURE A PRISONER THROUGH THE RVN DELEGATE ON THE TPJMC, NONE 
WAS FORTHCOMING. YESTERDAY, CONGEN RAISED THIS MATTER WITH 
GENERAL MINH. MINH, QUICKLY SEEING THE ADVANTAGES IN SUCH AN

4. THE GVN PROVINCE ADMINISTRATION OF HAU NGHIA HAS DISCOVERED 

A TACTIC TO AVOID THE ANNOYING DELAY BETWEEN A VC/ NVA CEASEFIRE 
VIOLATION AND THE APPEARANCE OF THE ICCS. INSTEAD OP REQUESTING 
AN INVESTIGATION, WHICH ENTAILS LONG DELAYS WHILE ICCS REGIONAL 
HEADQUARTERS CONCURRENCE IS SOUGHT, THE HAU NGHIA PROVINCE CHIEF 
REQUESTS AN ICCS " INSPECTION." TO REQUEST AN INSPECTION, THE 
PROVINCE CHIEF NEED ONLY CALL THE RVN DELEGATE TO THE TPJMC 
AT CU CHI. THE RVN DELEGATE REQUESTS THAT THE ICCS INSPECT THE 
CEASEFIRE VIOLATION SITE. THE CU CHI ICCS TEAM SIMPLY INFORMS ICCS 
BIEN HOA BY RADIO OR PHONE THAT THEY ARE GOING TO THE SITE. TIME 
CONSUMING PAPERWORK AND CLEARANCES ARE TEMPORAJILY BY- PASSED. A 
FEW DAYS, OR MORE OFTEN, A WEEK OR TWO LATER, A FORMAL 
INVESTIGATION IS CONDUCTED.

1. MR IV REPORTED 39 COMMUNIST- INITIATED INCIDENTS MAY 14. THESE 
INCLUDED THREE GROUND ASSAULTS, 27 ATTACKS BY FIRE, SEVEN 
HARASSMENTS, AND TWO ACTS OF TERRORISM AND SABOTAGE. RVNAF LOST 
26 KILLED, 121 WOUNDED, AND 35 MISSING. THE COMMUNISTS REPORTEDLY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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LOST 35 DEAD. SIX CIVILIANS WERE KILLED AND TEN WOUNDED. 

2. A COMMUNIST AMBUSH IN CHUONG THIEN MAY 14 ROUTED AN ARVN 
INFANTRY COMPANY. TWENTY- TWO MEN M THE 2 ND COMPANY, 497 TH 
CHAU DOC RE BATTALION, ESCAPED THE AMBUSH NEAR HOA LUU VILLAGE, 
KIEN HUNG DISTRICT. THEY LEFT BEHIND 21 OF TYAIR COMRADES, 

INCLUDING THREE OFFICERS. 

3. COMMUNIST SOPHISTRY HAS CHARACTERIZED THE ICCS 
INVESTIGATION OE THE MAY 3 VC ATTACK ON GIA HOA VILLAGE, BA 
XUYEN. THE POLES OPINED THAT THE ACCIDENTAL DETONATION OF AN 
ARMS MAGIZINE IN AN ADIOINING RADIO SHACK MIGHT HAVE DESTROYED 
THE VILLAGE OFFICE. THE HUNGDEL/ POLDEL DISCOVERED RUST ON THE 
JEEP WHICH CARRIED FIVE MEN OVER A MINE TO THEIR DEATH. THEY 
SAID THE RUST SUGGESTED THE JEEP WAS AN OLD INOPERABLE VECHICLE 
DRAGGED TO THE SITE AND BLOWN UP. SINCE THERE WERE NO DEAD OR 
WOUNDED REMAINING IN THE VILLAGE WHEN THE ICCS TEAM ARRIVED 

THE DAY AETER THE ATTACK, THE HUNGDEL/ POLDEL DECIDED THERE WAS NO 
PROOF OF CASUALTIES. 

4. CHAU DOC SECTOR OFFICERS SAY THAT LTC CHAU UOTH, A PROMINENT 
CAMBODIAN RESIDENT OF TRI TON WHO FOLLOWED LONG NOL' S CALL TO 
CAMBODIA IN 1970, RECENTLY DIED IN COMBAT IN CAMBODIA. ACCORDING 
TO ARVN OEFICERS, UOTH WAS ONE OF THE FIRST KHMER KHROM TO RALLY 
TO THE ANTI SIHANOUK CAUSE AFTER THE PRINCE WAS OVERTHROWN.
